rnent is high, it is difficult to 
consider at this time. Its scope 
requires that we consider it as 
a separate entity." 
Problems at the jail as out­ 
lined in the master plan cover 
a wide range, including every­ 
thing from a poorly ventilated 
kitchen to showers which are 
falling apart. 
The jail and sheriff’s depart­ 
ment was originally constricted 
in 1913. “ At that tim e,” the 
master plan sets forth, “ the 
structure was mainly used for 
lock-up of drunk and disorderly 
cowboys 
and 
occasionally a 
more serious criminal. Now 
this facility is the only adult 
jail in Tehama County, serving 
federal, state, county and city 
agencies.” 
The third floor was construct­ 
ed in 1958-59 and made avail­ 
able 24 bunks used now as the 
“ felony tank.” 
Among problems listed is con­ 
dition of windows at the jail. The 
windows are wood case with se­ 
curity bars on the outside and 
according to the master plan, 
“ have been broken out on num­ 


erous occasions. An incident 
occurred when an inmate rip­ 
ped apart the window sash and 
used the sash weights as wea­ 
pons against sheriff’s officers, 
inflicting injury on one deputy.” 
Another major problem is lay­ 
out of the jail’s second level, 
which includes the kitchen. The 
kitchen has no floor drainage, 
the 
equipment is minimal and 
does not allow for long-term 
refrigeration or storage. Im­ 
proper ventilation and exhaust­ 
ing of heat from the area in­ 
creases the temperature 15 to 
20 degrees above normal jail 
temperatures. 
Included on the second floor 
with the kitchen are isolation 
cells for inmates with tuber­ 
culosis or other communicable 
diseases. Also on the second 
floor are cells used for women 
inmates 
and juveniles 
held 
under the adult authority. 
“ There are shower facilities 
on this floor that are outdated 
and falling apart,” Clabaugh 
declares in his assessment of 
the situation. “ The toilet facil­ 
ities located in each cell are the 


original equipment.” 
“ Because of the use of this 
facility as a county lock-up with 
prisoners staying for periods 
of time up to a year," he adds, 
“ many hazardous and unhealthy 
problems have resulted.” 
The only ventilation or cool­ 
ing within the Jail is natural 
ventilation through the windows. 
There are no air circulation or 
cooling units, except in one 
office which has a unit air con­ 
ditioner setting in the window. 
Heating of the jail and sher­ 
iff’s office is “ inadequatelyac­ 
complished with cast iron ra ­ 
diators located along the ex­ 
terior walls of each floor.’* A 
boiler in the basement 
was 
installed new in 1966 when the 
old boiler blew up. 
Jail security is “ old-fashion­ 
ed and out of date,” the plan 
notes. “ Peep-holes in the walls 
which look down each co rri­ 
dor of a jail tank, is the only 
exterior method available for

Tehama County Jail looms as 
a big problem in future county 
facilities building, a problem 
which will have to wait for so­ 
lution because of extraordin­ 
ary expense involved in con­ 
struction of a jail. 
Such is the opinion of Bill 
Clabaugh, Redding 
architect 
whose firm recently prepared 
an extensive master plan for 
the county. 
“The jail is top urgency,” 
Clabaugh said. “However, be­ 
cause it is a self-contained 
unit and the cost of replace-

ment is high, it is difficult to 
consider at this time. Its scope 
requires that we consider it as 
a separate entity.” 
Problems at the jail as out­ 
lined in the master plan cover 
a wide range, including every­ 
thing from a poorly ventilated 
kitchen to showers which are 
falling apart. 
The jail and sheriff's depart­ 
ment was originally constructed 
in 1913. “ At that tim e,” the 
master plan sets forth, “ the 
structure was mainly used for 
lock-up of drunk and disorderly 
cowboys 
and occasionally a 
more serious criminal. Now 
this facility is the only adult 
jail in Tehama County, serving 
federal, state, county and city 
agencies.” 
The third floor was construct­ 
ed in 1958-59 and made avail­ 
able 24 bunks used now as the 
“ felony tank.” 
Among problems listed is con­ 
dition of windows at the Jail. The 
windows are wood case with se­ 
curity bars on the outside and 
according to the master plan, 
“ have been broken oat on num - 


erous occasions. An incident 
occurred when an inmate rip­ 
ped apart the window sash and 
used the sash weights as wea­ 
pons against sheriff's officers, 
inflicting injury on one deputy.” 
Another major problem is lay­ 
out of the jail's second level, 
which includes the kitchen. The 
kitchen has no floor drainage, 
the 
equipment is minimal and 
does not allow for long-term 
refrigeration or storage. Im­ 
proper ventilation and exhaust­ 
ing of heat from the area in­ 
creases the temperature 15 to 
20 degrees above normal jail 
temperatures. 
Included on the second floor 
with the kitchen are isolation 
cells for inmates with tuber­ 
culosis or other communicable 
diseases. Also on the second 
floor are cells used for women 
inmates 
and juveniles 
held 
under tbe adult authority. 
“ There are shower facilities 
on this floor that are outdated 
and falling apart,” Clabaugh 
declares in his assessm ent of 
the situation. “The toilet facil­ 
ities located in each cell are the 


original equipment.” 
“ Because of the use of this 
facility as a couniy lock-up with 
prisoners staying for periods 
of time up to a year,” he adds, 
“ many hazardous and unhealthy 
problems have resulted.” 
The only ventilation or cool­ 
ing within the Jail is natural 
ventilation through the windows. 
There are no air circulation or 
cooling units, except in one 
office which has a unit air con­ 
ditioner setting in the window. 
Heating of the jail and sher­ 
iff's office is “ inadequatelyac­ 
complished with cast iron ra ­ 
diators located along the ex­ 
terior walls of each floor.” A 
boiler in the basement 
was 
installed new in 1966 when the 
old boiler blew up, 
Jail security is 'old-fashion­ 
ed and out of date,” the plan 
notes. “ Feep-holes in the walls 
which look down each co rri­ 
dor of a jail tank, is tbe only 
exterior method available for 
observing 
inmates.” 
That 
method does not allow for view­ 
ing of each individual cell. 
There are no facilities or 


means of rehabilitation avail­ 
able to inmates, since the jail 
is a lock-up facility only. Only 
trusties are able to get out ol 
the tank during the day. They 
are placed on work details a- 
round the Jail, fairgrounds, or 
at the county hospital doing 
laundry. 
Tehama County Jail also acts 
as a stay-over facility for the 
transfer of federal prisoners 
from one prison to another. 
With 
the 
additional load 
of 
transfer prisoners, the Jail eas­ 
ily reaches its capacity of 65. 
usually 
during 
the 
winter 
months. 
“The 
sheriff's department 
facilities are unquestionably in­ 
adequate. obsolete, ami there­ 
fore, 
produce inefficiency in 
performing 
department dut­ 
ies,” clabaugh's plan states. 
Booking of prisoners is done in 
the basement of the jail. “ T *.is 
is 
an 
i n e f f i c i e n t 
sit­ 
uation,” it is pointed out, “be 
cause it requires the p ris­ 
oner to be taken downstairs 
from Use office tor finger­ 
printing. etc., then back up­ 


stairs to the proper jail tank. 
This circulation of the p ris­ 
oner through all jail facili­ 
ties interrupts the duties of 
other employes and trusties 
working about the jail.” 


“ Though no formal investi­ 
gation has been made, ” the 
plan notes, “ some thoughts have 
been expressed concerning the 
structural durability and the 
possible need for such an in­ 
vestigation of the structure.” 
In presenting a table listing 
steadily increasing mainten­ 
ance and related costs, Cla-

Octagonal Home 
In Bay City 


One of the 11 vintage homes 
on 
Sunday’s 
Junior 
League 
House Tour in San F rancisco 
was the famous octagonal house 
atop Russian Hill, owned by 
Donald Houghton, m em ber of a 
well known pioneer Corning fa­ 
mily. 
The eight-sided building, lo ­ 
cated on Green Street near 
Leavenworth, has been owned by 
Houghton for several years. He 
makes his home in one of the 
three flats. 
The structure was built in the 
1850’s , between ’52 and *57 
by George Kenny, whose so i, 
years later, was a California 
Attorney General. It was p u r­ 
chased about 1870 by the Louis 
F eusier family and rem ained 
in their ownership until 1954. 
A 
few eight-sided homes, 
built in San F rancisco during 
those early years, w ere believ­ 
ed to catch the sun’s rays in a 
city often shrouded 
in fog. 
The historical house was so 
sturdily built that it withstood 
the 1906 earthquake and fire. 
M embers of the family refused 
to have it dynamited along with 
other buildings, but a blast of 
dynamite did wreck the stab ­ 
les at the rea r, in an effort 
to halt the fire.

LOS MOLINOS - A music his­ 
tory class of Chico State Col­ 
lege, at present studying early 
Christian music 
visited the 
T r a p p 1st Monastery “ New 
Clalrvaux Abbey" in Vtna for 
the 6. a.m. service, accompan­ 
ied 
by their teacher David 
Rothe. 
The service was conducted 
in English by the newly appoint­ 
ed abbot, Father Bernard, while 
the monks sang the beautiful 
Gregorian chants In the simpli­ 
fied English version. For about 
a year now all services have 
been held In English. 
After the service, Father Jos­ 
eph accompanied them to a re ­ 
ception room where Brother 
John Paul was waiting with cof­ 
fee and donuts. On the way from 
the church, Father Joseph re ­ 
lated some of the history. The 
buildings were built in 1880 by 
Lel&nd Stanford, who ted bought 
the '5^,000 acres that hid formed 
the Peter Lassen grant. It be­ 
came known as the Stanford Vi­ 
na Ranch. Wineries were built 
and a vineyard with 3,000 acres 
of grapevines was planted. 


In 1915 the original 55,000 
acres were divided up and the 
monastery 
was 
established 
there in 1955 on 550 acres of 
land with the original Stan­ 
ford Mansion, which is now the 
monastery, 
and the outbuild­ 
ings. The original 28 monks 
came 
from their 
mother- 
house in Kentucky, and four 
years later the General Chap­ 
ter of the order raised the 
monastery to the rank of an au­ 
tonomous Abbey. 


After the coffee, Father Joseph 
showed slides of the grounds 
of the monastery and the build­ 
ings, with activities such as 
canning going on. Included, too 
were monasteries in other pla­ 
ces, and even one in China, not 
far from Hong Kong. 
The 
Vina slides 
included 
scenes of the prune and walnut 


harvest with the homemade au­ 
tomatic shakers and reapers, 
drying, 
etc. The monastery 
owns about 14,000 to 15,000 
prune trees on 140 acres and 
3,000 walnut trees. In the be­ 
ginning they had a dairy farm, 
but since the property was paid 
off, the cattle have been sold. 
More prunes have been planted 
and on part of the former pas­ 
tures barley is grown.

the deterioration of our bodily structures to the point where even 
normal activity, such as sneezing and stooping, maj result in a 
strained ligament or slipped disc.

A few months ago, the Calif- 
ornia Fish and Game Depart- 
ment brought out the sad news 
that the Sacramento River Sal- 
mon were in danger of extinc- 
tion and the run at a very low 
ebb, the catch limits for local 
fishermen were reduced and a 
large section of the river closed 
to salmon fishing, the upper 
river near Redding closed to all 
fishing. The story behind this 
was that the young salmon were 
not surviving and reduced in 
numbers. 
Last Monday I assisted a Fish 
and Game research biologist 
make a check on the river down- 
stream below the Red Bluff 
Dam, earlier in the month we 
made 
check 
upstream near 


Redding, during this time we 
observed 
many thousands of 


young salmon about 1-1/2 
in- 


ches long feeding and eviden- 
tly 
migrating 
downstream. 


These young fish are the re- 
sults of adults that spawned 
last May and June and called 
"Winter-run King Salmon" I 
was elated that such a good pro- 
duction was had from these 
fish. 
Last Tuesday I was again in 


the downstream areas, steel- 
head fishing and noticed the riv- 
er level was rapidly dropping, 
which ruined the fishing at the 
moment, so I thought I would 
take a look at the young salmon 
in the quieter shallower waters 
of the river where we had pre- 
viously observed them. What a 
shock, the areas were drain- 
ed, nothing but mud and slime 
around and amongst this were 
the 
young 
flopping salmon, 


unable to get out into good 
waters, the rapid lowering of the 
river had trapped thousands of 
them and they quickly died in 
the fast drying and heated wat- 
er. Also as the adult salmon 
are 
now moving upstream I 


around and amongst this were 
the young flopping 
salmon, 


alone; the river. 
The Bureau of Reclamation is 
in the process of building a 
multi-million dollar spawning 
facility at Red Bluff, Fish and 
Game has a serious salmon 
p r o g r a m in the making, many 
promises of o v e r w h e l m i n g 
numbers of salmon sone day, 
BUT; 
it will be 1986 before 


the s p a w n i n g facility is in 
full use, it will be at least 
4 years before the state pro- 
gram 
produces 
its results, 


meanwhile, the Bureau will eli- 
minate countless numbers of 
younc salmon and other fiFh 


through its manipulation of the 
river levels, as adult salmon 
are m the river year round "to 
spawn" 
hence there will be 


•'young salmon" in the river 
also year round. To top this all 
off the Coleman Fish Hatchery 
operating budget has been rut 
so that their fish rearing work 
must be reduced and this means 
less fish produced, which will 
r - 1 improve the numbers ol sal- 
mon in the river. 


It seems to me that the only 
ones doing or giving ol their ef- 
fort are the local fishermen who 
can only take one fish, and up 
at Redding they had to give it all 
up, who is kidding who'.'

MOTIVATION MAY BE the 


most important contribution of 
Head Start programs according 
to a new summary of research 
about the program's first years. 
A thirst for learning, rather 
than a set of specific skills, may 
be what makes Head Start cnild- 
ren perform better mar non- 
Head Start counterparts when 
they enter school. 
The research also indicates 


the degree of deprivation of the 
Head Start students. Among the 
first children enrolled, almost 
half had no toys, books, maga- 
zines, crayons, paints or paper. 
And a study of a later group 
showed more than 70 percent 
of enrollees needed 
medical 


care. 
The study also notes a link 
between integration and L Q. 
It was found that those child- 
ren 
who managed to make 


friends of other ethnic groups 
for the first time had the great- 
est rise in I.Q.

WASHINGTON — No one has

But there is one subject he

This column has now obtained 
a cop\ of the partnership a- 
greement 
which his law as- 


sociates signed on Oct. 1, 1962. 
The references 
to Dirksen, 


however, raise more questions 
than they answer. 


Apparently the Senator 
ne- 


gotiated his own private deal 
with the firm, by a separate 
agreement which is kept under 
lock and key. He also siphons 
his share of the proceeds off the 
top before the firm's operating 
expenses are deducted.

DIRKSEN'S LAW PRACTICE 
The nature of Dirksen's legal 
services and the size of his take, 
if they are defined at all, are 
concealed m the secret agree- 
ment. So far as we have been 
able to find out. he has never 
appeared in court or prepared 
a single legal brief for his law 
firm. 


• 'He does come down here fair- 


ly regularly," Arleigh Davis, 
the senior partner, once told 
us. "Oftentimes we will con- 
tact him, since he knows the 
ropes so well in Washington, 
as to where to go or whom to 
see." 
Davis was tight-lipped, 


however, about the firm's hnan- 
cial relationship with Dirksan. 
We have reported in the past 
the amazing number of giant 
corporations that have gone all 
the way to Peoria to find legal 
talent. We have wondered a- 
loud what the Senator's law af- 
filiates do for all these great 
corporations in Peoria. 
We have noted that in the 
Senate, 
Dirksen 
frequently 


champions the interests of his 
law clients. He has also used 
his influence as Senate Repub- 
lican leader to get two friends 
appointed to the Federal Power 
Commission, which regulates 
gas 
pipeline companies. One 


client just happens to be the 
Panhandle 
Eastern 
Pipeline 


Company. 


On another occasion, Dirksen 


tacked 
a special amendment 


onto the foreign aid bill for the 
sole purpose of forcing Haiti 
to pay a 3290,000 debt to a cli- 
ent.

THE SECOND-CLASS

BRUSSELS — There is, as 


everybody knows, a consider- 
able American population liv- 
ing in Europe, about 25,000 in 
the Brussels area alone, and 
tliey care deeply that they will 
not be able to vote in the forth- 
coming election because most 
individual states make no pro- 
vision for Americans living a- 
abroad. It isn't —they complain 
— as though they are spared 
paying taxes. They pay exactly 
the same taxes Americans would 
pay, those of them who work for 
American corporations, which 
means the majority. They feel 
forlorn about it, and every now 
and then wonder what happened 
to the old revolutionary slogan, 
no taxation without representa- 
tion. 
Because of their votelessness, 


they are largely ignored by pol- 
iticians on the prowl, which is 
probably their only consolation. 
But this year, a few European 
cities have been subjected to 
Shirley Temple, PierreSahn- 
ger, and me, lecturing on the 
merits of the various candi- 
dates. 


I did not have the pleasure ol 
crossing paths with Mr. Salin- 
ger, and I certainly regret it. 
Of us all, he has had by far the 
most experience in endorsing 
candidates. Mr. Humphrey is 
his third this year alone. Miss 
Temple was a great hit, in part 
because she has never permit- 
ted politics to get in the way 
of her private life. 


That is in a great old Repub- 
lican tradition, the kind of thing 
that endeared Calvin Coolidge to 
Henry Mencken. Mr. Coolidge 
used to take a very long nap 
every afternoon, and then go to 
bed very early after dinner. 
Mr. Mencken wrote that there is 
much to be said for any presi- 
dent who turns the White House 
primarily into a dormitory, but 
that was back in the pastoral 
age, when Americans did not 
demand that their president fill 
the role of king, God, and hero, 
in addition to chief executive. 
One young lady, ten years or 
so out of Vassar, asked how one 
could espouse the cause of Mr. 
Nixon, when he was so unlike 
John Kennedy. But —it is sug- 


gested — John Kennedy was un- 
like John Kennedy. That is to 
say, the Camelot Kennedy was a 
posthumous blend of Charle- 
magne, St. Francis, and Wins- 
ton Churchill. But didn't we rp. 
alize in America that a presi- 
dent has got to be personally 
inspiring, that he has to be very 
attractive to youth, again like 
Kennedy? In fact, I answered, 
Mr. Kennedy's appeal to youth 
(aged 21-29), the only time it 
was tested, was far less than 
the registration figures would 
support, He beat Nixon in that 
category by a mere 54 to 4G, 
And the figures show that this 
time, Nixon is getting the same 
age group by a majority of three 
to two over Humphrey. Well, 
won't Nixon, then, be a less 
"fulfilling" 
president? Well, 


yes, he will, if the lady will 
only be fulfilled by a president 
who totally dominates Ameri- 
can life. Such a President as, 
really, free people oughtn't to 
have, let alone want. 


The lady persevered; that is 


why America is in such trouble 
now, because Mr. Kennedy died, 
and the man 'who replaced him 
couldn't satisfy the people, be- 
cause he is not tall enough. 
Objection: in the first place Mr. 
Johnson is a very extraordi- 
nary man. But suppose that m 
America we found a born lead- 
er, a brilliant writer, a great 
national hero, a man of great 
vision. Why, we'd have found 
De Gaulle, and the Fifth Re- 
public j'^st about toppled a month 
or two ago as a result of stu-

Gaulle.

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Soft Living Can Be Dangerous 
It is not a new thought, but it’s worth reiteration; today s soft 
living habits can kill you. They may, at any rate, shorten your life 
span. 


Life has become so easy that there is seldom a call for physi­ 
cal exercise, and so comfortable that our tolerance for discom­ 
fort is greatly reduced. From the moment of birth we are so pro­ 
tected from changes in environment that our homeostatic mechan­ 
isms (body processes, such as temperature regulation, heart rate 
and blood pressure) deteriorate from misuse. 


For most of us, food is too plentiful. Physical tiredness, really 
a pleasurable sensation, is confused with emotional exhaustion. 
Added rest merely compounds the trouble by increasing joint and 
muscle inefficiency. 


Obesity, poor posture and lack of proper exercise contribute to 
the deterioration of our bodily structures to the point where even 
normal activity, such as sneezing and stooping, may result in a 
strained ligament or slipped disc. What we often call “low back 
pain” is usually caused by improper physical activity — too little, 
or perhaps too much all at once. 


A healthy person is physically fit to the extent that he can per­ 
form his daily work and tasks without undue fatigue, maintain ade­ 
quate reserves of energy with which to enjoy leisure activities 
and meet the challenge of unexpected demands. But individual needs 
are as important for evaluating and prescribing exercise as they 
are in other forms of medical treatment. Over-exertion and under- 
exertion are both bad. The best plan for most is a regular routine 
of moderate exercise to increase life expectancy.

There is a great deal of con­ 
fusion in the minds of people 
about whom to consult, main­ 
ly because they do not know' 
the differences between these 
trained people and their par­ 
ticular approach to emotional 
problems 
The psychiatrist is a physi­ 
cian w'ith an M.D. degree who. 
after a complete university 
and medical school training, 
has dealt with patients with 
physical disorders during his 
internship. Later he under­ 
took a special residency pro­ 
gram in his specialty, study­ 
ing the wide spectrum of men­ 
tal diseases, psychosis and 
neurosis. Almost always this 
doctor has had a personal 
psychoanalysis which is con­ 
sidered essential for the ob­ 
jective understanding of the 
problems of his patients. 
The psychiatrist later iden­ 
tifies himself with a special 
school of psychoanalysis and 
uses one or more techniques 
to attain his ultimate aim. 
the emotional security of his 
patients. He may use individ­ 
ual or group psychotherapy, 
behavioral methods, hypnosis 
and drugs, depending on the 
individual needs of his specific 
patient. 
A psychologist is a highly 
trained specialist who has ac­ 
quired the important and diffi­ 
cult degree of PhD. To attain 
this it is necessary to devote 
as many years as it takes a

The clinical psychologist is not 
an M.D. and therefore is not 
allowed to use drugs in his 
practice without the consulta­ 
tion and supervision of a phy­ 
sician. 
The psychologist, too, iden­ 
tifies himself w'ith a specific 
school cf psychotherapy and 
uses every technique used by 
the psychiatrist except for 
drugs. Both the psychiatrist 
and the psychologist must 
pass rigid examinations and 
are licensed only after their 
training has met the most ex­ 
acting requirements. Social 
workers offer psychological 
guidance but not psychoanaly­ 
sis. They. too. are licensed 
and must satisfy training re­ 
quirements. Usually they have 
not continued their studies be­ 
yond obtaining a Bachelor or 
Master degree. They serve a 
most important function for 
the many people who do not 
need intensive therapy and 
who cannot afford long and 
extensive treatment. 
Finding an excellent psy­ 
chiatrist, psychologist or so­ 
cial worker cannot and must 
not be haphazard. There is 
too much invested in this im­ 
portant decision. A casual 
suggestion by a friend is not 
reliable enough for one to in­ 
vest his destiny in it. A per­ 
son in emotional distress is 
not usually able to choose the 
ideal person, without proper 
guidance. 
The general physician is the 
bulw'ark of support of his pa­ 
tients. His judgment a n d 
choice is far more reliable 
than one’s own since he knows 
the social and emotional back­ 
ground of his patients and 
their emotional needs. He 
knows and can find the best 
qualified person for such help 


A few months ago, the Calif­ 
ornia Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment brought out the sad news 
that the Sacramento River Sal­ 
mon were in danger of extinc­ 
tion and the run at a very low 
ebb, the catch limits for local 
fishermen were reduced and a 
large section of the river closed 
to salmon fishing, the upper 
river near Redding closed to all 
fishing. The story behind this 
was that the young salmon were 
not surviving and reduced in 
numbers. 
Last Monday I assisted a Fish 
and Game research biologist 
make a check on the river down­ 
stream below the Red Bluff 
Dam, earlier in the month we 
made 
check upstream near 
Redding, during this time we 
observed many thousands of 
young salmon about 1-1/2 in­ 
ches long feeding and eviden­ 
tly 
migrating downstream. 
These young fish are the re­ 
sults of adults that spawned 
last May and June and called 
“ Winter-run King Salmon" I 
was elated that such a good pro­ 
duction was had from these 
fish. 
Last Tuesday I was again in 
the downstream areas, steel- 
head fishing and noticed the riv­ 
er level was rapidly dropping, 
which ruined the fishing at the 
moment, so I thought I would 
take a look at the young salmon 
in the quieter shallower waters 
of the river where we had pre­ 
viously observed them. What a 
shock, the areas were drain­ 
ed, nothing but mud and slime 
around and amongst this were 
the 
young 
flopping salmon, 
unable to get out into good 
waters, the rapid lowering of the 
river had trapped thousands of 
them and they quickly died in 
the fast drying and heated wat­ 
er.

4 years before the state pro­ 
gram produces its results, 
meanwhile, the Bureau will eli­ 
minate countless numbers of 
young salmon and other fish 


through its manipulation of the 
river levels, as adult salmon 
are in the river year round “ to 
spawn" hence there will be 
“ young salmon" in the river 
also year round. To top this all 
off the Coleman Fish Hatchery 
operating budget has been cut 
so that their fish rearing work 
must be reduced and this means 
less fish produced, which will 
r ' 1 improve the numbers of sal­ 
mon in the river. 
It seems to me that the only 
ones doing or giving of their ef­ 
fort are the local fishermen who 
can only take one fish, and up 
at Redding they had togiveitall 
up, who is kidding who?

WASHINGTON — No one has 
contributed more to the hot air 
that is generated in the Senate 
chamber than has Sen. Everett 
Dirksen, R -111., the delightful, 
devious, 72-year-old wizard of 
ooze, who blows out superla­ 
tives in rosy cumulus. 
But there is one subject he 
doesn’t like to talk about; his 
mysterious law practice back 
in Peoria, 111. 
This column has now obtained 
a copy of the partnership a- 
greement which his law as­ 
sociates signed on Oct. 1, 1962. 
The references to Dirksen, 
however, raise more questions 
than they answer. 
Apparently the Senator ne­ 
gotiated his own private deal 
with the firm, by a separate 
agreement which is kept under 
lock and key. He also siphons 
his share of the proceeds off the 
top before the firm 's operating 
expenses are deducted. 
The partnership agreement 
states; “ The parties hereto a- 
gree that Everett M. Dirksen 
shall be associated with the 
partnership under the terms of 
a 
separate agreement ne­ 
gotiated on behalf of and ex­ 
ecuted in the name of the part­ 
nership by H a r r y E. With- 
erell . . . 
“ The partnership expenses, 
consisting of rent, salaries, 
and all the usual and ordinary 
expense incident to the oper­ 
ation 
of 
the 
partnership 
business and such amounts as 
are due Everett M. Dirksen 
under 
the 
supplemental a- 
greement . . . shall first be 
deducted 
from grass income 
for the purpose of determin­ 
ing the net income of the part­ 
nership." 


DIRKSEN S LAW PRACTICE 
The nature of Dirksen’s legal 
services and the size of his take, 
if they are defined at all, are 
concealed in the secret agree­ 
ment. So far as we have been 
able to find out, he has never 
appeared in court or prepared 
a single legal brief for his law 
firm. 
“ He does come down here fair­ 
ly regularly," Arleigh Davis, 
the senior partner, once told 
us. “ Oftentimes we will con­ 
tact him, since he knows the 
ropes so well in Washington, 
as to where to go or whom to 
see." Davis was tight-lipped, 
however, about the firm 's finan­ 
cial relationship with Dirksen. 
We have reported in the past 
the amazing number of giant 
corporations that have gone all 
the way to Peoria to find legal 
talent. We have wondered a- 
loud what the Senator’s law af­ 
filiates do for all these great 
corporations in Peoria. 
We have noted that in the 
Senate, 
Dirksen 
frequently 
champions the interests of his 
law clients. He has also used 
his influence as Senate Repub­ 
lican leader to get two friends 
appointed to the Federal Power 
Commission, which regulates 
gas pipeline companies. One 
client just happens to be the 
Panhandle 
Eastern Pipeline 
Company. 
On another occasion, Dirksen 
tacked a special amendment 
onto the foreign aid bill for the 
sole purpose of forcing Haiti 
to pay a $290,000 debt to a cli­ 
ent.

The Senator 
with the golden voice, it seems, 
also has the golden touch.

A few months ago, the Calif­ 
ornia Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment brought out the sad news 
that the Sacramento River Sal­ 
mon were in danger of extinc­ 
tion and the run at a very low 
ebb, the catch limits for local 
fishermen were reduced and a 
large section of the river closed 
to salmon fishing, the upper 
river near Redding closed to all 
fishing. The story behind this 
was that the young salmon were 
not surviving and reduced in 
numbers. 
Last Monday I assisted a Fish 
and Game research biologist 
make a check on the river down­ 
stream below the Red Bluff 
Dam, earlier in the month we 
made 
check 
ig>stream near 
Redding, during this time we 
observed many thousands of 
young salmon about 1-1/2 in­ 
ches long feeding and eviden ­ 
tly 
migrating 
downstream. 
These young fish are the re ­ 
sults of adults that spawned 
last May and June and called 
‘«Winter-run King Salmon” I 
was elated that such a good pro­ 
duction was had from these 
fish. 
Last Tuesday I was again in 
the downstream areas, steel- 
head fishing and noticed the riv­ 
er level was rapidly dropping, 
which ruined the fishing at the 
moment, so I thought I would 
take a look at the young salmon 
in the quieter shallower waters 
of the river where we had pre­ 
viously observed them. What a 
shock, the areas were drain­ 
ed, nothing but mud and slime 
around and amongst this were 
the 
young 
flopping salmon, 
unable to get out into good 
waters, the rapid lowering of the 
river had trapped thousands of 
them and they quickly died in 
the fast drying and heated wat­ 
er. Also as the adult salmon 
are now moving upstream I 
around and amongst this were 
the 
young flopping 
salmon, 
along the river. 
The Bureau of Reclamation is 
in the process of building a 
multi-million dollar spawning 
facility at Red Bluff, Fish and 
Game has a serious salmon 
p r o g r a m in the making,many 
promises of o v e r w h e l m i n g 
numbers of salmon sone day, 
BUT; it will be 1986 before 
the spa wni ng facility is in 
full use, it will be at least 
4 years before the state pro­ 
gram produces 
its 
results, 
meanwhile, the Bureau will eli­ 
minate countless numbers of 
young salmon and other fish 


through its manipulation of the 
river levels, as adult salmon 
are m the river year round “ to 
spawn” hence there will be 
“ young salmon” in the river 
also year round. To top this all 
off the Coleman Fish Hatchery 
operating budget has been cut 
so that their fish rearing work 
must be reduced and this means 
less fish produced, which will 
r ' * improve the numbers of sal­ 
mon in the river. 
It seems to me that the only 
ones doing or giving of their ef­ 
fort are the local fishermen who 
can only take one fian, and up 
at Redding they had to give it all 
up, who is kidding who?

The seesees, now in federal 
quarantine in New Jersey, were 
shipped by the government of 
West Pakistan in exchange for 
300 California valley quail. The 
seesees will be released in 
eastern Kern and southern Inyo 
counties when they arrive in 
California. Other areas of the 
state will be stocked at a later 
date. 
Benjamin H. Oehlert, Jr., U.S. 
ambassador to Pakistan, re- 
ported this week to Walter T. 
Shannon, director of the Cal- 
ifornia Department of Fish and 
Game, that the first shipment of 
valley quail had arrived in Pak- 
istan in excellent condition.

In size and general 
characteristics, the seesee re- 
sembles California's mountain 
quail, although it is found in 
sparse brush cover while the 
mountain quail prefers dense 
cover. 
In addition to the seesee par- 
tridge, the DFG is breeding 
several other exotics and re- 
leasing them in an effort to 
improve hunting. These include 
the barbary partridge, French 
and Spanish red-legged partri- 
dges, crested tinaniou, grey and 
black francolins, and white- 
winged pheasants.

valley quail had arrived in Pak­ 
istan in excellent condition. The

In size and general 
characteristics, the seesee re­ 
sembles California’s mountain 
quail, although it is found in 
sparse brush cover while the 
mountain quail prefers dense 
cover. 
In addition to the seesee par­ 
tridge, the DFG is breeding 
several other exotics and re­ 
leasing them in an effort to 
improve hunting. These include 
the barbary partridge, French 
and Spanish red-legged partri­ 
dges, crested tinamou, grey and 
black francolins, and white­ 
winged pheasants.
